Colorado  College  Summer  Camp  is  located  right 
next  door  to  heaven,  according  to  its  enthusiastic  camp- 
ers. Of  course,  Woodland  Park  may  not  be  everyone's 
idea  of  heaven,  but  to  25  small  boys  and  girls  it  is. 

The  camp  is  planned,  financed  and  counseled  by  stu- 
dents of  Colorado  College,  with  the  help  of  Miss  Alice 
Van  Diest  and  Dean  Roger  Hazelton  as  faculty  advisors. 

This  year  the  camp  was  able  to  be  opened  for  only 
one  week,  instead  of  the  usual  two  weeks.  Twenty-five 
underprivileged  boys  and  girls  had  a  week  of  rest,  play 
and  wholesome  food;  far  from  the  worries  and  work  they 
usually  had.  Not  only  was  it  a  rest  for  the  kids,  but  also 
for  the  counselors — well,  they  did  get  some  rest. 

A  day  at  Camp  Ewing  starts  officially  at  7:30  a.  m., 


although  some  early  risers  begin  the  day  sooner.  Those 
who  are  not  hoppers,  (table  setters)  go  out  and  play  till 
breakfast,  half  an  hour  later.  At  8:30  comes  the  flag 
ceremony,  always  a  serious  and  impressive  moment  to 
everyone.  After  the  flag  raising  the  kapers  (dish  dryers) 
go  on  duty  while  everyone  starts  in  on  the  day's  play. 
Recreation  is  the  general  order  of  the  day,  and  after 
lunch  comes  the  much  needed,  but  little  liked  rest  period. 
The  rest  of  the  afternoon  is  spent  in  craftwork  and  games. 
Once  again  the  hoppers  and  kapers  get  busy  and  dinner 
is  followed  by  campfire  games  and  songs.  At  8:45  every- 
one is  put  to  bed  with  a  bedtime  story,  the  Wizard  of  Oz 
being  a  great  favorite.  Then,  when  all  is  guiet,  the  coun- 
selors talk  over  the  day's  work  .  .  .  and  so  to  bed.
